The only information of the affair was 
the statement of Strause’s attorney.

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QUEEN IN PERIL! 
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JACKIE BEATEN, 
LEFT DYING, AS 
IN BECKER CASE 


Robbery and M urder- 
ous Attack May Clear 
Other C rime. 


Richard Bundick, a 21 year old 
jacky from the Great Lakes Naval 
Training station, staggered into the 
home of Mrs. Elizabeth Phelps, at 
2085 Ogden avenue, at 3:30 a. m. yes- 
terday, covered with blood and minus 
his trousers, hat, and shoes. He is 
now at the county hospital, where it 
is said he is dying from @ fractured 
skull. 

There are many points of similarity 
between the attack upon Bundick and 
that which resulted in the death of 
John A. Becker, another sailor, who 
was found murdered in the Sharpless 
building on Nov. 11. Because of this 
the police are now of the opinion that 
Becker may have been killed by the 
same men who attacked Bundick. 


Assailants Are Sailors. 

Two men were named by Bundick in 
his delirium when he first entered the 
Phelps home. They also were identi- 
fied by two girls who live with Mrs. 
Phelps. “ Harding and King” are the 
names given, both by Bundick and the 
girls. Those who bear the names were 
bluejackets at the Great Lakes station. 
They now are missing. 

Bundick was known to have been 
in possession of considerable money, 
as was Becker just prior to his death. 
When Bundick staggered into Mrs. 
Phelps’ home, a money belt which he 
is said to have carried was missing. 
Wher Becker's body was found, all his 
money was gone. 

Becker, like Bundick, was stripped 
of his trousers and shoes, and one of 
his socks was removed. 

Woman Tells Story. 
According to @ statement made by 
Mrs. Phelps to Lieut. Grady of the 
West Thirteenth street police station, 
Bundick arrived at her home about 2 
o’clock yesterday morning. Four other 
sailors were already there, Harding 
and King, Wallace McGrew of the Isla 
de Luzon, whose wife lives there, and 
Frederick Tiner, Mrs. Phelps’ nephew. 
In about an hour, she said, Harding, 
King, and Bundick left together and 
twenty minutes later Bundick returned. 
“ Harding and King got me,” he said. 
as he staggered in and fell to the floor 
inconscious. 

Pending the arrival of the ambu- 
lance, Misses Caroline and Zona 
Norman, 18 and 21 years old, who live

LONDON, Dec. 23.—The Christian 
people of the world today received a 
Christmas greeting from the soldiers 
of Gen. Allenby.

The news comes in a dispatch from 
Reuter’s correspondent at Jerusalem.

“One of the most brilliant pieces of 
work during the recent operations was 
the capture of Bethlehem. The Turks 
had strong fortifications here with nu- 
merous field guns on the outskirts of 
the town. 

“The troops which had been ordered 
to take the town deployed by night 
far to the left, threatening the Turkish 
line of retreat and compelling the 
Turks to withdraw. Welsh troops then 
entered Bethlehem at daybreak.”

. FARM LOAN MEN 


Washington, D.‘C., Dec. 23.—The 
federal farm loan board announced to- 
day that it advocates amendments to 
the farm loan act under which many 
private farm mortgage bankers may 
enter the government system as joint 
stock land banks. At the same time 
the board also gave’ warning that it 
expects interests seeking to break 
down the system to file a suit soon 
‘to test the constitutionality of the act. 

Amendments to the existing law 
which will be specifically recom- 
mended to congress in the board's 
forthcoming annual report, are: 

To remove the present restriction 
permitting a joint stock land bank to 
do business only in the state where 
it is situated and one contiguous state. 

To permit a bank to issue bonds to 
the amount of twenty times its cap- 
ital stock, which must be $250,000 or 
more, instead of fifteen times, as un- 
der existing law. 

To raise from 6 to 6% per cent, the 
maximum interest rate which joint 
stock land banks may charge on loans 
to farmers. ‘

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FIRE INSURANCE. 
MEN WORRIED 
OVER SITUATION 


War Causes Cancellation 
of All Reinsurance 
Treaties. | 


Fire insurance men are seriously dis- 
cussing these days the reduced carry- 


ing capacity of insurance companies || 
owing to the cancellation of reinsur-|, 


ance treaties. Almost all these treaties 
were made with foreign reinsurance 


companies, chiefly from Germany, Aus- 
tria, and Russia. Even before the 
United States government placed the 
embargo on enemy insurance compa- 
nies, ordering them to ntinue bus!- 
ness, companies as a general rule had 
canceled their reinsurance treaties in 
anticipation of the edict and also from 
motives of patriotism. 

Something like $75,000,000 of pre- 
miums are taken out of this country 
every year by the reinsurance com- 
panies. This has meant that regular 
agency companies have written net| 
lines on risks much larger than the 
were carrying themselves and have 
been reinsuring them in other con 
panies. By means of reinsurance 
treaties a company was able to in- 
crease its lines materially. | 

Companies Grow Apprehensive. 

Now that the Russian government is 
in such a shaky condition insurance 
companies are getting apprehensive 
regarding the Russian reinsurance 


over here. This will mean a further 
curtailment. of reinsurance facilities. 
It is estimated that at least $100,000,- 
000 in premiums must be absorbed this 
year through the loss of reinsurance 
treaties and the increase in property 
values. | 

This is taxing the resources of agency 
companies to the utmost, especially in 
the congested centers of the large 
cities. The business in the small cities 
and towns easily can be taken care 
of. The pinch comes itn the downtown 
districts of the big centers. 

At the recent meeting of the Na 
tional Association of Insurance Com- 
missioners the subject of more elas 
ticity in the state laws with reference 
to reinsurance companies was seri- 
ously discussed. The American un- 
derwriters realize that the laws of this 
country prevent an expansion of the 
reinsurance market so far as Ameri- 
can companies are concerned. Each 
state has different laws, and some are 
very exacting. 


Yankee Companies Handicapped. 

An American reinsurance company 
is handicapped because of the lack 
of retrocession companies, or small 
institutions with which it can reinsure 
in turn. The big foreign reinsurance 
companies have contracts with hun- 
dreds of smaller institutions to assist 
them in carrying their American lines. 
The smaller insurance companies in 
the United States are debarred from 
acting as retrocession companies be- 


the various states, inasmuch as the 
laws prohibit for the most part rein- 


. Compliance with the laws’ of the 
states would be an expensiv |

process for ths small companies. If 
the American laws permitted a re 
insurance company to make retroces- 
sion agreements with small companies 
licensed in their home states, the way 
would be open for a great expansion 
of fire insurancé in this country “and 
millions of dollars in premiums taken 
by foreign fire reinsurance companies 


would be retained at home. 


Call It Favorable Time. 


American underwriters agree that 
now is the most favorable time for the 
state insurance commissioners and the 
legislatures of the various states to

make it possible for the organization 
of a number of strong American rein- 
surance institutions. Not only in fire 
insurance but in casualty is there need 
for reinsurance facilities as many of 
the foreign companies have agree 
ments with casualty companies.

Smaller savings will be effected by 
the retrenchment program. The aboli- 
tion.of the liquor investigation com- 
mittee will net $3,000.
